Scheele Identifies Becker. 


Yesterday Herman Scheele went to the 


police station and readily and positively 
identified 'young Becker as the man who 
had been in his store four weeks ago 
and two weeks later had tried to hold 
him up on Lewis street. Becker him- 
self made no' denial and though he re- 
fused to disclose the identity of his pal, 
he 
freely 
admitted 
his 
movements 


Saturday night and confessed that his 
purpose was robbery. 


A search of the scene where the en- 


counter between Captain Rundell and 
Becker took place disclosed that in the 
struggle 
the 
young bandit's 
revol- 


ver had been "broken" and ^thc cart- 
ridges thrown out 
by. the "automatic 


ejector. The weapon, however, had been 
reloaded and was ready for business 
when Oflicer Byerle took it away from 
him. 
Becker's knife was found near 


the fountain in Haydeu park nnil the 
hammer was recovered on Becker's trail 
made during flight from Captain Run- 
dell and Detective Immel. 


H*d Planned a Winter's Work. 


Becker told the officers that he had 


planned a good winter's work in Fort 
Wayne. He had framed a scheme to get 
into the basement of the Ruprode store 
and make a clean-up. He worked for a 
time at the Anthony hotel as a porter 
and there conceived the plan of slugging 
the night clerk with a hammer and 
cleaning up the safe. 
Two or three 


pawn shops were on his list and he was 
thinking over other jobs. 'lie expected 
a. big haul from the Scheele job. know- 
ing that on Saturday nights Scheele 
carried largo sums home with him from 
the,Maumee meat market. 


-Young Becker, though but twenty 


years old, has made a record. As a 
small lad ho broke into a liquor store on 
Clinton street nnd' committed robbery, 
(jetting a. suspended sentence to the 
Plainfield school. At the age of 16 he 
burglarized a store on Broadway, was 
arrested by Captain Rundell and sen- 
tenced to the reformatory at Jeffcrson- 
ville. 
After serving four years of 'a 


one to fifteen-year sentence he was pa- 
roled about six months ago. 


He has been rooming with his moth- 


er, who is an industrious woman. Beck- 
er has a brother and sister who arc re- 
spectable and doing well at work in this 
city. 


In the cil.y court this morning Decker 


was arraigned on a charge of assault 
and battery with intent to kill and his 
hearing wns postponed until Thursday. 
His bond was fixed at $2,000. He has 
yet to serve eleven years of his former 
sentence nnd may he sent down without 
trial for violating parole. His shooting

Roy Sloan Robbed by Fel- 


low Inmate of Plainfield 


of 20 Years Ago.

"I will feed fat the ancient grudge I 


bear him" is a Shakespearean line that 
doubtless the man who robbed Roy 
Sloan in the McKinney block last night 
never ready or. heard of, but 'in his heart 
he had the spirit of it all right. Accord- 
ing to a hastily scribbled note committed 
to a scjap of whitey-brown wrapping 
paper, the robbery was committed in re- 
venge for a -real or fancied wrong com- 
mitted by Sloan nearly twenty years 
ago, while he and tho robber were fellow 
inmates o£ the Indiana school for incor- 
rigible boys-at Plainlield.

When Sloan returned last night to his 


room about 10 o'clock after attending 
the Lyric theater he found the door had 
been forcibly entered, his ..trunk broken 
open, a new suit of -clothes and $29 cash 
taken from it and his room generally 
topsy-turvy. 
On a stand in the room 


-was a note, addressed on one side to 
"Fellows" and bearing on tho other side 
this message: 


Say you do not call me to mind 


but do you call to mind the time in 
94 when you were the cause of me 
getting juged well I have not forgott 
it now we ate about even I always 
did^hatO'Vou and more than ever no'w 


You have never seen me sins then 


but I have kept track of you all of 
this time 


Sow then no more of your tricks 


that you did me br yoU just look 
out. and I mean what I say too to 
you. 
The note was written with a pencil. 


The only signature it bore was a symbol 
that resembles somewhat the heiro- 
glyphics of hoboes. Sloan savs he is 
not familiar with the writing." 


The story related by Sloan to account 


tor the robbery and the tnysterv of the 
strange ,.C.te is interesting.' At' the age 
ot o years he was sent from Kosciusko 
county- to the PlainBcId school. His 
home was at the time in Svmcuse that 
tounty. and hi., true name 'was. Fellows. 
He was paroled from the school in 1804. 
Sloan says thai a fellow inmate of the 
school was a youth named John Miller 
from Hammond and that he had been 
obliged by reason of monitorial duties 
imposed upon him by thxs discipline of 
the schoo to report Miller for infractions 
of the rules and Miller as a coWqucncc 
WM severely punished.

(several days, though not seriously ill. 
When near the room in which the Maze 
originated, tho farmur was amazed to 
«eo dashing lights revealed through {ho 
door. On opening the door, he saw the; 
flames literally eating at tho walls and 
parts of the house. 


Hastily returning to the wife's apart- 


ments, Mr. Shultz lifted the 
invalid 


woman from her resting place and car- 
ried her to a place of safety. 
Shortly 


after neighbors and residents of the sur- 
rounding vicinity congregated. 


Albert Ness and other neighbors had 


discovered the fire beforu itr. Shultz be- 


, came aware of the I'onttugnition. A vol- 


unteer fire company and a bucket brigade 
formed immediately. Their efforts were 
unavailing. 
About one hour after the 


discovery of the blaze the once comfort- 
able home was a mass of ruins. 


Though no accurate cause of the fire 


has beeu found, it is believed that the 
flames originated from a defective flue. 
A portion of the walls was packed with 
sawdust. It is said the lire started in 
the inflammable material.

(Indianapolis Slur.) 


It is no reflection on individual ofncc- 


holders or officials-elect, but rather un 
indictment of tlie slip-shod public view

Thus there is no pre- 
mium placed on getting the ball over the

loint.

Tliesa arc but the .index 
fingers pointing to tho successes of the 


wndous accomplishment:-. \\"e are con 
siderinj; the feasibility of taking over 
th? trans-continental telegraph and tel- 
ephone- lines and make them a part of 
our po.-.tal system.

Proposes Another Reform. 


"\Ye propose another reform. We be- 


lieve in direct primary elections. I be- 
lieve in a government by the people. 1 
believe in bringing the government back 
to the people but not by way of a log- 
rolling delegate convention but by a di- 
rect ballot in the hands of the voter 
without any agency to represent hiui or 
vote for him. The federal law gives me 
the right to vote directly for a United 
States senator. I have as much right to 
vote for my representative in congress, 
my governor or 
my 
comity 
auditor 


without the intervention of a delegate 
system. The man who would not sub- 
mit his candidacy to th? voter—hie in- 
tegrity, his capability, and his character 
for inspection ought not to ask to rep- 
resent the voter in an official capacity.
